They also report cha* there 
has been less of a drouth in Hughes 
county than perhaps any other sec­ 
tion of the state. Oats there have av­ 
eraged from thirty to fifty bushels 
to the acre, bringing on the market 
from 50c to $52 l-2c pe. bushel. The 
wheat yield there will reach from 
twenty to twenty-ftve bushels and 
corn from fifteen to thirty bushels. 
Cotton prospects are said to be the 
best in the county’s history.

More than twenty-five 
men 
were 
arrested 
Tuesday 
on 
charges 
of 
conducting disorderly 
houses, and every man on the police 
force was busy at one time or an­ 
other bringing in some man, as well 
as the confiscated liquor. 
The beginning of the campaign also 
was the signal for exodus of a num­ 
ber of the bootleggers, who knowing 
Tilghman, do not care to stay and 
make a fight against his edict. 
Opening of the fight was attended 
by no call to arms, no personal ex­ 
hortation by the chief, no long-winded 
statem ent of his intentions, in fact no 
effort toward the unusual. Tilghman 
simply said “close ’em up.” 
He doesn't look on it now as a m at­ 
ter for comment. Asked Tuesday a ft­ 
ernoon if he w'ere going to close up 
the bootleggers, his answer was: 
“Why, of course.” 
The rumor 
is gaining currency, 
too, that Chief Tilghman will carry 
the campaign beyond the city limits. 
It is understood that he is intending 
to ask Sheriff Spain for commissions 
for certain of the police force, in or­ 
der that they may close up the road­ 
houses which flourish on the out­ 
skirts of the city. 
Unless this rumor proves true, it 
is practically certain that the num­ 
ber of roadhouses will increase, for 
several of the more prominent law 
violators have announced confidential­ 
ly to their friends that in case the 
town really is closed, they will open 
places beyond the city limits. 
The police departm ent did the big­ 
gest day’s work Tuesday it has done 
in more than two years, and a greater 
amount of money was put up for 
bonds than ever has been put up.

Heyburn Cusses (lie Newspapers. 
W ashington, July 18.—Senator Hey­ 
burn of Idaho “waved the gory sh irt” 
in the senate Tuesday, incidentally 
caustically criticizing the press gal­ 
lery and the newspapers generally for 
what he termed “hostility to memorial 
legislation.” The scene was one of the 
most remarkable the senate has ever 
witnessed. 
Heyburn’3 outburst was caused by 
Senator Williams’ bill to appropriate 
$50,000 for a monument to “the cour­ 
age 'and constancy of the confederate 
navy on the Mississippi,*’ to be erect­ 
ed in Vicksburg National park. De­

protest 
against consideration of the bill, Sen­ 
ator Williams succeeded in having it 
taken up by a vote of 21 to 19. Sena­ 
tor Williams called attention to the 
fact that congress has already erected 
a monument in the Vicksburg Nation­ 
al park to commemorate the valor 
of the union navy.

Senator Heyburn shouted:
